Advice Offered By Vet Director
Most World War II veterans 

with term National Service 
Life Insurance policies will get 
somewhat higher dividends in 
1957. "To them I suggest," said 
Mrs. Helen K. Dill, director of 
I he Torrance Area Veterans' 
Service Center, "that they use 
the cash as a springboard to 
convert to a permanent plan 
policy by paying some of the 
difference between the term 
and permanent plan pre­ 
miums.

"This may be your -last 
chance, financially speaking, 
to make the changeover," as 
serted Mrs. Dill. "You are be 
ginning to feel the pinch of 
higher term premiums. Most 
of you are pushing age 40, and 
policies you renew thereafter 
will cost at least $8.50 per 
month for $10,000 worth of 
insurance.

"For a term NSLI policy re 
newable after age 45 the pre 
mlum Jumps to $9.80 and five 
years later it goes up to $12.70 
a month. Thereafter it rises 
more steeply yet, at a time 
when most persons come to 
the end of their best earning 
period In life.

"To convert from a five-year 
term policy to a permanent 
plan costs more at the start 
but the premium never goes 
any higher. For example, if 
you are a 40-year-olf1 veteran 
paying $8.50 a month for term 
insurance you would pay 
$21.20 for permanent plan pro­ 
tection. But the cost stays at 
that level throughout your re- 
mainltig lifetime and you will 
not face the prospect of pay­ 
ing $39.70 a month at age 65. 
You may convert half now, 
and the other half later.

"By converting you get 
extra values: the right to bor­ 
row on a permanent policy 
after it has been in effect for 
or.e year; and the right to use 
the accumulated reserve (or 
paid-up insurance or to 'cash 
in' your policy and collecl 
your insurance earnings." Mrs 
Dill invites veterans with
